Listed below are some of the price increases that have taken 
effect since July 1st when the O.P.A. ceased to exist. 

Flour at Minneapolis jumped from $3.34 to $4.80 per 100 Ibs. 
Cattle at Chicago jumped from the price of $18.00 per ewt. to 
the all time high of $22.50 and then slid back to the level of 
$22.25 when the receipts became heavy. Butter lias n'sen from 
the O.P-A, price of 57c to the price of and $1.00 per pound. 
Meat which has always been considered high priced from the 
Canadian point of view has increased 20%. There are more 
and many. price increases than what we have recorded, but the 
point is to show just how inflation gets a toe hold on the nations 
pocket book and once started is quite a different matter to stop 

Just what this situation in thé States will mean to Canada, 
is hard to say. The effect will no doubt be felt as much of our 

requirements are either made in the States or are controlled by 

the American cost structure. Mr. Isley has taken steps to com- 
bat this trend in Canada by placing.the dollar on a par value 
with the American dollar. This step is somewhat late in com- 
ing. but never-the-less, now-come, will in all probability reduce 
the price of certain articles for the time being. 

Everyone has known that when a purchase of a car or trac- 
tor or any other like, product is made, that a premium of on 
has been hidden in the retail price. This. 10% deduction will 
if it comes, likely be only a temporary measure as the rising 
prices will eat.mpst or more of the reduction away., . °° 

Canada has done a magnificent job of controlling her prices, 
but as stated: before, this has been done with the co-operation 
of the United States, Advocates of doing away with our price 
control policy may well heed the lesson to be learned from the 
States recent venture. Many an unscrupulous person will make 
a By on these price control removals and the publi¢ 
as usual will pay the piper. Too much money and too few goods 
spell doom to a nations economy unless some sort of a price 
control policy is enforced. : 

The Dominion Government should be commended for its 
present sane policy of price fixation, for on these price con- 
trols rest the immediate future of Canada's well being.
